Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Richard White expressed his opinion that the reference to 
Bauemfreund et al does not teach the sidewalls having two half wall boards, i.e. per the written description found in 
Col. 2, lines 29-31 and that the reference does not teach a closed bottom. The examiner pointed that the bottom of the 
reference closes the container when it is inserted in the container as disclosed in the reference. The examiner pointed 
to Figure 7 where it is shown that the wall boards 22 and 24 are separated and therefore fonn the half wall boards as 
claimed in the proposed amendment of claim 1. The drawings of the reference though they may be not accurate with 
the description may be relied on for a teaching, see In re Said. It was the examiner opinion that to define over the 
applied reference that applicant would need to define how the bottom is joined to the body. Mr. White infomied the 
examiner that he would submit a formal amendment in response to the pervious office action.
